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1.0 POLICY

Any healthcare provider having knowledge of any outbreak or undue prevalence of

infectious or parasitic disease or infestation, shall promptly report the facts
to the Infection Control Practitioner or OMC who will then contact the 1local
health department. The following are examples of diseases, outbreaks of which
are to be so reported: epidemic gastroenteritis, epidemic keratoconjunctivitis,
impetigo, chickenpox, influenza and scabies.
